J^JKVER ask a policeman a question in Juarez, 
Mexico. 

That'i thr advice of Raymond Cote, Victoria 
advertWnc salesman, who was beaten, robbed and 
thrown Into jail by uniformed policemen — just 
because he asked a question. 

“You may not believe it, but it’s true." he say*. 

Staying at El Paso. Texas, in the course of a 
bus tour through the United States, he made a 
short excursion one evening across the border to 
Juarez. 

He went to a night club, drank only one beer, 
and got ready to go back to his hotel In El Paso. 
Three policemen in brown uniforms, armed with 
revolvers and night-sticks, were standing by the 
street. 

"Can you tell me where to find e texi?" he 
asked. And then, he says, the following things 
happened: 

O * * 

They tried to force him Into a car—not a 
police car, "hart an old beat-up 1949 Ford." 

When he refuaed, they threw him in. He 
bounced across the seat, and out the door on the 
other aide. As the door flung open, it caught one 
policeman a blow on the head. 

He ran away. One policeman, the biggest of 
the three, chased him for some distance: caught 
up with him. punched him in the stomach and 
kicked him in the ribs. 

The policeman (who had Ray outweighed 
and out reached I grabbed him and propelled him 
into the car. He took *20 from Ray's wallet—all 
the money he had with him, except for *1 In an 
odd comer of the wallet. 

At the police station they Beat him up and 
threw him in a smelly cell. 10 by 20 feet, which 
he shared with 27 other men. Six of them were 
Mexicans, sentenced to jail terms for crimes. One 
was serving life for murder. 

There were no chairs or beds, except two cots 
occupied by long-term prisoners. There was one 
tap and one foul toilet. 

“In the morning they brought around a slop 
bucket full of tortillas with some kind of meat 
sauce. I took one bite, but I couldn't swallow It. 

I didn't dare to drink the water. It'a polluted."

A U.S. soldier, w ho was Ray a fellow -prisoner, 
shared some of his K-ratlon with him. 

“I wasn't allowed to make a telephone call, 
and I couldn't find out what I was supposed to have 
done," he said. “I had no communication with the 
guards. They spoke Spanish, and I don't speak it." 

"Through one of the Mexican prisoner* I man¬ 
aged to find out that I was supposed to pay a fine’ 
of 190 pesos, about *12. 

"I per u d d i man who v/m visiting the jail 
to go to my hotel in El Paso and ask for the money 
I had in saf'keeping there. The hotel wouldn't give 
him the whole envelope, but they gave him $20. 

"He paid my 'fine,' and they let me out. I 
never heard any charge. There was no trie!. 

‘I asked a Mexican what would have happened 
If I hadn't been able to produce any money They 
would have let you rot here.' he :id. 

“In El Paso 1 told the hotel clerk what had 
happened. He said he could have warned me before 
I went, but he didn't thru a it was hW place to be 
that. He said It was well-known thst they prey on 
tourists. In Juarez.

Luckier people have spent year* In Mexico 
without running Into trouble.

The conifers or cone-bearing ever¬ 
green trees are de s ervedly popular aa 
specimens for the front lawn, for not 
only art they good to look at all year 
round but alio they are somewhat 
leas prone to come down with a bad 
attack of bugs or blight. Never¬ 
theless. even these comparatively 
trouble-free subjects need a bit of 
attention from time to time. 

One fairly common disability in 
many coniferous lawn trees la a 
tendency for the upper growing Up to 
divide Into two tips This is usually 
the result of some Injury to the tip. 
either mechanical or from bugs, and 
the tree's reaction Is exactly the same 
as when you pinch the growing tip 
off a geranium or snapdragon—it 
branches, making two tips instead of 
one. 


Whether tjita knocks the bugs out 
of my trees or whether the dampness 
la uncongenial to the mltaa X waukkrt 
know, but certainly the evergreens 
thrive under this treatment 

While plain water cma prevail a 
mite attack. I doubt 11 It would dean 
up an infestation once the peat wag 
dug in and thoroughly ratablWhad.' 
Malathkm will kUI adult mites bit 
not the eggs, and 1 wouldn't hesitate 
to use it If I had nothing better. 
Trouble la, malathion la effective 
against a very wide range of Insects,

During a hot dry apell. your ever¬ 
greens may lose soma of their good 
green color and take on a sickly grey 
shade. This dry, unhealthy appear 
anre la not due to to-ought at the 
roots aa may be supposed but la 
caused by an infestation of red spider 
mi tea. These aapauckers are too 
tiny to be seen easily without a glass 
but If you can find traces of s very 
fine web on the items add needles, 
you can be pretty aura the trouble la 
mites. 

I have never suffarsll from spider 
mite on my Junipers, ^nice* and 
cypress, although I have aeon heavy 
and disastrous Infestation* la my 


If you let the trees get sway with 
this, the whole shape will be niln^d— 
you’ll have a forked tree and It will 
never again be a shapely symmetrical 
specimen. If you find two shoots 
competing for leadership, therefore,
